tender shoots of the oak. laying an egg 
in each, and at the sam e tim e introdu c­ 
ing a drop of irrita n t flu id. 
T he su b stance of the shoot Is thu s 
stim u lated to u nnatu ral grow th and 
produ ces an oak apple or “gall.’’ which 
m ay b e regarded as a sort of vegetab le 
tu m or and serves as a home for the 
gru b which b atches ou t of the egg. 
T his can eallly b e seen b y cu tting 
open a you ng gall, b u t in an old one 
the insect lias escaped b y driving a 
tu nnel to the ou tside. 
The oak is infested b y m any other 
kinds of gall. 
Some are tu fted, oth­ 
ers look like cu rrants, and others again 
are the little b row n ‘Vmk spangles” 
semi on the u ndersides of the leaves. 
E ach kind of gallfly leads to the pro­ 
du ction of a different kind of gall.—

Ru ssell Du bois and H ow ard H u rley 
were college chu m s. 
They w ere con­ 
tinu ally “sp litting hairs” in argu m ent, 
and one of their bones of contention 
w as this: Du bois claim ed th a t the 
m ost valu able cap ital one cou ld strive 
for w as money or w hat cou ld be sold 
for money. 
H u rley’s view w as th at 
an esp ecial skill in some o n e line was 
a better equ ip m ent for a you ng man 
than money. 
W hen they wert* grad­ 
u ated each determ ined to act on his 
favorite p rincip le, and it w as arranged 
between them th a t they shou ld meet, 
dine together and com p are notes every 
ten years. 
Du bois started in bu siness 
w ith $ 20,000. 
H u rley lost three years 
in the race in stu dying the p rofession 
of medicine. 
Du bois was rem em bered 
by his fellow stu dents as a m an who 
w as ra th e r niggardly In his exp endi­ 
tu res, H u rley as consp icu ou s only for 
a singu lar fancy for dissecting cats. 
A t the end of the first decade the 
friends m et as they had agreed and 
com p ared notes. 
Du bois rep orted th a t 
he cou ld not toll w hat gain he had 
made, since w hatever it w as had gone 
into his bu siness. 
H u rley w as a cou n­ 
try doctor, m anaging to scrap e ou t of 
his p ractice $ 800 or $ 000 a year. 
Du ­ 
bois offered to p ay for llie dinner, bu t 
H u rley wou ld not p erm it. He had laid 
u p nothing, bu t he had som e loose 
change in his p ocket, and even this 
bit of cash he didn’t seem to valu e, 
lie w as interested only, as Du bois ex­ 
p ressed it, in his “bone 
saw s 
and 
p ills.” 
At the second meeting, ten years 
later, the condition of both men had 
mu ch im p roved, thou gh the advantage 
w as largely in favor of Du bois. T here 
had been a financial p anic w hich he 
had w eathered su ccessfu lly, and. hav­ 
ing the m eans to bu y things th a t w ere 
cheap , he had been able to reap the 
benefit of the rise—in short, he w as 
getting rich. 
“H ow ard,” he said, “you 
p rofessional men can get rich as easily 
as we bu siness m en if you like. 
All 
you have to do is to get a little ‘nest 
egg,’ w atch you r chance, bu y things 
w hen they an* cheap and sell them 
when they are high.” 
B u t H u rley w as not Interested. He 
had removed from th e cou ntry to the 
city and had need for more cash th an 
be cou ld scrap e together to live. T ru e 
to his you thfu l idea th a t skill in one 
given line w as his most valu able cap i­ 
tal, lie had adop ted a medical sp ecialty. 
H e had become fascinated w ith the 
stu dy of bacteriology. 
H is sp ecialty 
w as rath e r a scientific than a p ractical 
one, for a great deal of stu dy of germ s 
m u st be m ade before attaining p racti­ 
cal resu lts. 
A t this second m eeting 
both men w ere forty years of age. Du 
bois w as rich and, thou gh tied dow n to 
his bu siness, cou ld retire at any tim e 
and live a t his ease. H u rley wes “ in 
love w ith his bu gs,” as Du bois p u t it, 
“bu t an ass in getting on.” 
The third decade rolk*d abou nd, and 
when they m et both were in far better 
condition than ever before. 1 >ubois had 
m ade a great deal of money from tho 
continu ed p rosp erity following th e p an ­ 
ic, In w hich he had bou ght “cheap .” 
H e told his friend th a t the increased 
dem and for A m erican p rodu ctions had 
changed the bu siness com p lexion of 
the cou ntry, and he believed there 
wou ld be a longer p eriod of consu m p ­ 
tion than ever before. So groat w as 
his faith th a t he had continu ed to bu y 
su ch goods as w ere a p art of his bu si­ 
ness so long os he cou ld raise money 
to do so. 
H e offered to Invest some 
money for H u rley, bu t H u rley had n ’t 
any to invest. W hat little he had he 
had Invested in w h at Du bois called a 
“bu g hatchery”—th a t is, he had bu ilt 
him a 
hou se In 
which to colonize 
germ s. 
The friends had one more m eeting 
and only one. H u rley p aid for th e din­ 
ner. Du bois had i niou ed th e u p w ard 
tu rn of valu es till su ddenly tho balloon 
collap sed. This w as five years before 
this fou rth decennial m eeting. Ills for­ 
tu ne w as gone and so mu ch m ore th a t 
there w as no hop e of his ever getting 
on his feet again. H e had lost his grip 
and w as in great p overty. 
M eanw hile du ring th e p ast decade 
H u rley’s “stu dy of bu gs” had tu rned 
into w hat he called, u sing his friends’ 
nom enclatu re for 
his 
laboratory, a 
“hatchery of fu nds.” 
He had become 
an au thority on the cau se of diseases 
and had p rodu ced an antitoxin for 
one p revalent m alady. 
He gave his 
discovery 
to 
th e 
p rofession, 
bu t 
w ealthy p eop le cam e to think th a t if 
Dr. H u rley knew so mu ch abou t the 
germ s th at cau sed t^isease he m u st 
know all abou t th e cu re of disease. 
At any rate, they all w anted his serv­ 
ices and were w illing to p ay any p rice 
for them . 
Money m aking w as not in 
the doctor’s line, bu t, w ith p eop le send­ 
ing him checks for enorm ou s am ou nts 
in addition to his bills, how cou ld he 
help growing rich? H e was very kind 
to Du bois, sending him a check for his 
necessities every m onth 
and wou ld 
have done more had Du bois accep ted. 
Du bois lost his health a t the tim e of 
his failu re and never recovered it. He 
died at the very tim e th a t his friend 
w as doing his best work and coining 
money he cou ld not well tu rn aside. 
Du ring the last decennial dinner the 
friends had together Dr. H u rley su m ­ 
med u p the resu lt of their exp erience. 
“Two sw allow s don’t m ake a su m 
mer. 
O u r cases are bu t tw o illu stra­ 
tions. 
You w ere hap p y in m aking 
money, 1 in ‘hatching bu gs.’ as you 
call it. 
Prop erty, esp ecially th a t in 
bu siness, has the disadvantage of be­ 
ing in p erp etu al p eril, w hereas a sp e­ 
cial facu lty for doing som ething bet­ 
ter than others lias a better chance to 
rem ain du ring the life and health of 
the p ossessor. N evertheless all cap ital, 
w hether in money, brains, exp erience 
cr skill, is su bject to loss.”

power. 
To such a pitch had this d an gerous 
d isturban ce grown that a royal procla­ 
mation was issued offerin g a reward of 
£ 50 for the apprehen sion of an y of the 
offen d ers. Not un til October, 1816, d id 
this wholesale d estruction an d vio­ 
len ce cease, by which time more than 
a thousan d frames an d man y lace ma­ 
chin es hud been broken up an d the 
mischief had spread in to n eighborin g 
coun ties.—Lon d on Chron icle.

The orator hoped to hav e 
the country lose sight of the fact th a t 
it is now in both of its legislativ e 
branches a party of passiv ity, of non­ 
action. of obstruction to reform and 
progress—in a word, a party whose 
only sacred precept is the ‘shibboleth 
which maketh 
them known, one of 
them to the other.’ a shibboleth draw n 
from the gambler's table; ‘stand pat,’ 
a precept born of cowardice and fear 
to mov e.” 
Then lie quoted W alter Wellman, 
the 
newspaper correspondent, who, 
w riting up an interv iew with Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt, represent# him as say­ 
ing th at he ha s a “great S<?crei§ .r j _qf 
state.” a “great attorney general,” ete., 
but that Elihu Root “is the greatest 
man th at has appeared in public life, 
of any country- in auy position, on 
either side of the ocean, in my tim e.” 
W herefore said W illiam s the praise for ' 
Roosev elt in Root’s speech. Then he j 
came to the tariff, and quoting both ; 
Root and Roosev elt as saying that if | 
a tariff law worked well it is better 1 
to endure any slight inequalities, etc., j 
for a tim e than incur the uncertainties 
consequent upon a change. “Verily,” j 
said Willims, “two souls with but a 
single thought Two spe^'bes that read 
like one. 
And th a t single thought so 
harmoniously expressed is not to force 
a single special interest to take its lips 
from the public breast for fear the 
public finding them unnecessary m ight 
shake them all off.” 
Referring to Root’s statement th a t 
through the Republican party

Coming to the finances he quoted 
Root’s statement of the increase of cir­ 
culation per capita and “consequent 
prosperity,” and said:

lv oast this is for those lately denying 
so strenuously th a t the quantity of 
money had anything to do with the 
v alue* of money, of the price of other 
things as measured in money, or with 
an ascending scale of prices. 
He 
obliterated on this point to some ex­ 
tent. 
and then 
generally criticised 
Root’s exposition of the finances. 
lie closed his rev iew 
of 
Root’s 
speech with the declaration as to the 
ex-secretary—“Verily he is the ‘Root 
of all ev il’ when it comes to making 
the worst appear the better side oi 
reason,” and controv erted the state­ 
ment th at Roosev elt continued McKin­ 
ley’s imlicy. 
Then he went a t th e national Repub­ 
lican platform and declared that it, 
“like the temporary chairman’s speech, 
deals chiefly in. the boast that the Re­ 
publican party is responsible for ev ­ 
erything good which has happened. 
It 
also deals much in ancient history. It 
did well to go back fifty years ago.” Re­ 
ferring to the charge that Clev eland’s 
second adm inistration left the country 
“in ev il plight.” W illiam s compared It 
w ith the situation 
when Clev eland 
came in in 18513, and used the sam e 
words to describe the conditions as the 
Gibcago platform does for those after 
Clev eland’s second term , lie described 
the period of 18 93 and later aud said: 
“I11 the midst of th e panto all the wise 
men. and chief am ong them the Re­ 
publican lenders, told 
us that ‘it wa s 
lack of confidence in the money of the 
country’ that had brought on the panic. 
The Democratic admiiiistration, w ith 
a sufficient number of 
votes of both 
parties in the two houses behind it, 
took that view of the situation and 


demanded and secured the passage of 
the act repealing the purchasing clause 
©f the Sherman act, thereby for the 
first time practically establishing the 
gold standard in the United States.” 
He spoke of the increase later in the 
price of wheat and how it enabled the 
farmer to pay his debts ami put tin* 
money in circulation, and said: “But 
w heat going up had 
another effect. 
When wheat went up during the cam­ 
paign, while silv er bullion went down, 
there was thereby furnished a seeming 
object lession of the inaccuracy of the 
contention of Mr. Bryan and his fol­ 
lowers, of whom I was one. that there 
was necessarily a connection m price 
between the two.”

that as to the trusts the Democrats

He took up the tariff plank of the 
Republican platform next and declared
